Drama Al Hospital 
Doctors 
After 
Save Baby 
Mother Dies 


In one of the most dramatic 
episodes in the history of Salem 
City hospital, and a rarity in 
medical history anywhere, doc­ 
tors at the hospital yesterday 
morning 
succeeded in 
saving 
the Ufe of a baby 15 minutes 
after the mother died suddenly 
of failure of 
the 
right heart 
artery. 
The victim was Mrs. Florence 
McRoberts, 45. of Enon Valley, 
Pa., wife of Albert McRoberts, 
a farmer of the Enon Valley- 
Butts Corners road, northeast 
of East Palestine. 
Mrs. McRoberts 
apparently 
wes making satisfactory prog- 
gress toward delivery after she 
entered the Hospital 
at 11:55 
p. m. Monday. 
At 7 a. m. Tuesday Mrs. Mc­ 
Roberts suddenly expired, short- 
* lv before she was to have been 
taken to the delivery room. 
{ 
Hospital authorities hurried­ 
ly cuuea Dr. L. C. Ziegler and 
Dr. Paul Corso, while Dr. W. S. 
Elliott of East Palestine, who 
was .attending Mrs. McRoberts, 
struggled feverishly in hopes of 
saving the mother. 
Called from their beds, Doct- 


ors Zeigler and Corso responded 
immediately. 
Mrs. McRoberts was dead. 
Thought« immediately turned 
to the baby. 
It’s a million to 
one chance, the doctors thought. 
Acting quickly and 
without 
even stopping 
to don 
white 
aprons or gloves, Dr. Zeigler 
performed a Caesarian opera­ 
tion and delivered the "baby—a 
girl weighing nine pounds and 
14 ounces. 
The child, presumably, too, 
was dead, but the doctors ap­ 
plied every means of artificial 
respiration known to them. 
Encouraged when the baby 
took a few gasps for breath after 
receiving oxygen, the doctors 
even 
u s e d 
mouth-to-moutli 
breathing to keep the infant' 
alive. 
Even the old-fashioned hot 
and cold packs were applied to 
stimulate breathing as well as 
the modern injections. 
Finally, 
—and the doctors don’t remem­ 
ber exactly how long they work­ 
ed—the 
baby 
was alive and 
breathing regularly. 
It was plaoed in an incubator 
and today the hospital reports 
its condition as favorable.

New Cold War Crisis Rises 
On Eve of New U. N. 
Meeting In Paris

LONDON, Sept. S—Two weeks of 
cautious optimism about the inter­ 
national situation ended today and 
a new cold war crisis appeared to 
be building up almost on the eve 
of the Paris meeting of the United 
Nations General Assembly. 
Both the western and Soviet blocs 
have troubles of their own, in addi­ 
tion to seeking to ease the direct 
conflict between them over Berlin 
and Germany. 
Only a fortnight ago, pessimism 
which had prevailed for months was 
replaced by hope when it was dis­ 
closed In Kremlin talks which per­ 
mitted sending the Berlin problem 
to their commanders in Germany 
for possible settlement. 
Now the military governors seem 
to have hit serious snags, one ap­ 
parently being a Russian demand 
that the Soviet government have 
sole control of currency In Berlin. 
The Western powers had been pre­ 
pared to agree that the Soviet east­ 
ern mark would be the only cur­ 
rency to circulate in the German 
capital, but they wanted four-power j 
control of it. 
May Meet Thursday 
Berlin reported the military gov­ 
ernors might meet again tomorrow, 
but it was clear that disagreements 
teached in their meetings already 
were being referred to higher levels. 
In London, the “ crisis commit­ 
tee” of U. S. Ambassador Lewis 
Douglas, Fiench Ambassador Rene 
Massigll, and 
British 
expert 
on 
Germany Sir William Strang was 
meeting again to coordinate west­ 
ern policy. A ioreiga office spokes­ 
man said summary reports of the! 
military governors were being con­ 
sidered. 
The Russian campaign of harass­ 
ment of the western powers in Ber­ 
lin continued with increased heat. 
The Soviet Air force scheduled ex­ 
tensive maneuverr in an apparent 
effort to hamper the British-Amer­ 
ican air lift which has supplied 
Western Berlin during the » 2-day 
Soviet surface blockade.

This 
type o f accident usually is co nfined 
to peo ple with high blo o d pressure 
and hardening o f the arteries; also , 
in tho se cases, the patient is un­ 
co nscio us. Here, to o , the spinal fluid 
is no rm al but its pressure is lik ely; 
to be increased. 
High blo o d pressure and hard ­ 
ened arteries also predispo se 
to ­ 
ward 
brain 
hemo rrhage, 
nearly always co mes o n suddenly; 
in such cases, the spinal fluid is fre­ 
quently blo o dy and the pressure o f 
the fluid is increased.

Price ol Feeder Cattle To 
Remain Up Because 
Of Shortage 


COLUMBUS, Sept. 8 — U you're 
wondering down on the fa rm what 
to do about this corn-w heat-m eat 
t uestion, buy 
“feeder" 
cattle — it 
looks like a good business proposi­ 
tion. 
This is w hat Ohio State univer­ 
sity economists sav in looking over 
the current m arket conditions. 
Writing in the m onthly "Timely 
Economic 
Inform ation 
for 
Ohio 
Farmers,” distributed by the Agri­ 
cultural Extension Service, the ex­ 
perts point out th a t 
the 
record 
crops anticipated this 
fall 
have 
driven down the price on com and 
wheat somewhat. 
However, 
their survey discloses 
that for some reason or other, farm ­ 
ers shipped 35 per cent fewer "feed­ 
er’* cattle from the west and south­ 
west into the eight com belt states 
during the first seven m onths of 
tills year than last year, 
•‘This is the second smallest ship­ 
ment to these states on record,” the 
bulletin noted. 
Farmers were advised by the eco­ 
nomists to consider these factors in 
deciding whether they should buy 
cattle to fatten for m arket: 
1 —Supplies of feeder cattle are 
smaller than a year ago. 
2 - Pasture conditions are better 
than average throughout the nation 
and are more favorable than a year 
ago in six of the 10 Im portant range 
states. 
3.—Prospective demand for meat 
in relation to supply indicates pack­ 
ers will offer farm ers strong com­ 
petition for available grass cattle 
later In the fall. 
4- Prospects for another record 
com crop and the largest supply of 
feeder grain per anim al in history 
indicate com will be 
at 
support 
price level this fall, the beef-corn 
ratio will be m are favorable and 
cattle feeding operations will in 
crease in all m ajor cattle feeding 
areas. 
The economists concluded: 
“When all factors are considered, 
it is quite possible th at the decline 
in feeder cattle prices this fall will 
te somewhat smaller than could be 
expected under more normal condi­ 
tions. Price advantages which may­ 
be gained by waiting to buy could 
be more than offset by having to 
buy heavier cattle later which would 
mean smaller gains per pound of 
feed and increased risks." 
The summing up of the econo­ 
mists indicated they believed there 
isn’t going to be rs much m eat to 
go around and the prices will re­ 
main htgn.

NEAR VALLEY FORGE 
DESPITE PROTESTS 


VALLEY FORGE. Pa.. Sept. 8— 
Residents of 
the 
historic 
Valley 
Forge area wers notified officially 
today that their protests against 
the proposed route of the Pennsyl­ 
vania Turnpik e extension were In 
vain.

The Turnpik e 
commission 
sent 
letters to several hundred residents 
and friends of the Valley Forge 
park stating that “after full con­ 
sideration of the many details in­ 
volved. and having exhausted the 
possibilities of a relocation to the 
south,” 
the 
turnpik e 
would 
go 
through as originally planned. 
Historical and patriotic societies 
have asserted that Philadelphia ex­ 
tension of the turnpik e, sk irting the 
park on the south, 
would prevent 
an eventual expansion of the state 
park . 
Rep, Hardie S tott (R-Pa) whose 
500 acre dairy farm “Glen Hardte ’ 
would be bisected by the turnpik e, 
said he will tak e any recourse open 
to him, including court action, to 
have the route changed. 
“This is something that will be 
regretted for generations because 
there is only one Valley Forge,” 
Scott said. 
Scott 
explained 
that 
a 
plan 
drawn up in 1937 envisioned an ex­ 
pansion of the park , southward to 
tak e in the headquarters of Gen­ 
erals Lafayette, Mifflin, Pulask i and 
others. 
“The turnpik e plan shows that the 
highway will go right between the 
house and 4 a m of Lafayette’s head­ 
quarters,” Scott said. 
“As far as our farm is concerned,” 
Scott said, “It will be ruined either 
for its present purpose or as a lu- 
ture place of public interest.”
